the Court to depart from the plain meaning 
of the words of the section directing that the 
surplus should be divided in the proportion of 
certain figures. In dismissing the appeal and 
affirming the judgment of Mr. Justice 
Murnaghan, their lordships did not decide 
that if an application were made by the 
company for leave to now issue the unissued 
Preference Shares such application might not 
succeed, if it were shown that there was a 
strong equity to support the application. 
There was, however; no evidence before Mr. 
Justice Murnaghan or the Court which would 
enable the Court to accede to any such ap- 
plication at present. 

The appeal was accordingly dismissed, with 
costs. 

Mr. Leonard, K.C., as representing the 
Ordinary shareholders, asked that he should 
be allowed costs. 

Mr. Jellett, K.C., for the Preference share- 
holders, opposing, said that an application 
had been made to Mr. Justice Murnaghan 
for leave to appeal, which was refused. 

The application for costs was refused.

DONEGAL MARKET RIGHTS. 
MAJORITY DECISION IN THE 


SUPREME COURT. 


(BEFORE THE GHIEF JUSTICE, MR. JUSTICE 
FITZGIBGON AND MR. JUSTICE 
‘MURNAGHAN,) 

Judgment was given in favour of the plain- 
tiff by a majority in the case of Loughrey v. 
Doherty and others in the appeal by the de- 
fendants from a judgment of Mr. Justice 
Johnston, in the action which was broughi by 
Mrs. Fanny Loughrey, of Binion House, 
Clonmany, County Donegal, against Edward 
F. Doherty, auctioneer, Clonmany; Neil Gill, 
Magheramore, Clonmany, and James Doherty, 
Gortfad, Clonmany, all corn merchants, claim- 
ing a declaration that under a patent, dated 
4th December, 1856. anted to Mighael 
Lcughrey, the plaintjfi's predecessor in title, 
the plaintiff was entitled to hold weekly 
markets on the lands of Dunally, in the town 
of Clonmany, and also claiming an injunction 
restraining the defendants from disturbin 
the plaintiff's markets by intercepting an 
purchasing commodities from persons coming to 
Clonmany, and preventing the defendants fram 
using any portion of their property in such a 
manner as to interfere with or prejndicially 

affect the plaintiff's rights im the market. 

Mr. Justice Johnston, in his judgment 
granting the declaration and _ injunctions 
sought hy the plaintiff in her statement of 
claim, said that he was satisfied that the 
“one had proved her title to the market 
ranchise, 

The Chief Justice held that Mr. Justice 
Johnston's judgment should be affirmed, and 
the appeal dismissed, with costs. 

Mr. Justice FitzGibbon was of opinion that 
the appeal should be allowed and the action 
dismissed, with costs. There was, he said, no 
evidence of the setting up of a rival market. 

Mr. Justice Murnaghan concurred with the 
Chief Justice. 

The appeal was accordingly dismissed, with 
costs.

It appeared that portion of the wall of the 
raveyard fell down. The Urban Council 
Senied liability, alleging that it was the pro- 
perty of the Select Vestry, and was not part 
of the highway.

Mr. Justice FitzGibbon, delivering the re- 
served judgment, said that the conditional 
order had ie ranted to Mr. Butler, but 
not in his individual capacity as a ratepayer, 
but on behalf of the Select Vestry and the 
Representative Church Body. One question 
that was raised was as to whether the owner- 
ship of the wall was vested in the Select 
Vestry or in the Urban Council. That was 
an issue of fact, which could only be raised 
by a return to the writ of mandamus if 
issued, and, perhaps, would have to be tried 
by a jury. He quoted the judgment of the 
President of the High Court, who held that, 
although the prosecutors were ratepayers, the 
proceedings were really brought by the Select 
Vestry to fix the responsibility for the up- 
keep of the wall. In his (Mr. Justice Fitz- 
Gibbon’s) opinion, the judgment of the High 
Court was correct. The history of the whole 
case showed that the real object of the pro- 
ceedings was not for the safety of persons 
using the road, but to fix responsibility for 
the expenditure on the repair of the wall. 
The discretion of the Court below in refusing 
to make absolute the conditional order was 
properly exercised, as the proceeding by way 
of mandamus was not the proper remedy for 
a case of this kind.

Judgment was delivered by a majority, 
consisting of the Chief Justice and Mr. Justice 
Murnaghan (Mr. Justice FitzGibbon dissent- 
ing), in favour of the plaintiff in the case of 
O'Donoghue v. Roche in his appeal from a 
judgment of Mr. Justice Meredith disinissing 
his action, with costs. ks 

The action, which arose out of the election 
in Mav. 1921. for the constituency of Kerry 
and West Limerick, was brought by the 
plaintiff, Mr. Thomas O'Donoghue, of Reenard 
road, Cahirciveen, Co. Kerry, one of the 
candidates, against the: defendant, © Mr. 
Redmond Roche, under-sheriff, claiming the 
return of £160, the sum lodged by and on 
behalf of the plaintiff with the defendant, as 
returning officer, with interesi, and also 
claiming a declaration that the defendant 
held the money as trustee for the plaintiff; 
an order directing the defendant to pay back 
that sum to the plaintiff, end an injunction 
restraining the defendant /from paying it to 
anv other persons. rae 

It appeared that the plaintiff was elected 
unopposed, with seven otHer Sinn Fein candi- 
dates; but the Southern Parliament, or 
Oireachtas, to which they were elected was 
dissolved some months afterwards, on the ó1st 
March. 1922, the elected candidates not having 
taken the prescribed statutory oath. 

The defendant denied that the plaintiff had 
made the deposit; stated that any moneys 
deposited in connection with the election were 
deposited by Messrs. Terence J. Liston and 
William Quinlan, of Tralee, on behalf of the 
organisation; stated that the deposit became 
forfeited as the plaintiff refused to take the 
oath prescribed for members of Parliament, 
and pleaded that the plaintiff's claim was 
barred by the Public Authorities Act, 1893. . 

The Chief Justice, with whem Mr. Justice 
Murnaghan concurred, held that the defend- 
ant held the money deposited with him under 
the circumstances as trustee for the plaintiff, 
who was entitled to receive it back, and that 
Mr. Justice Meredith's decision should be 
reversed and the appeal allowed, with costs. 

Mr. Justice FitzGibbon, dissenting, was of 
opinion that the plaintiff had not estabhshed 
his claim to receive the deposit back, as he 
had not qualified by taking the statutory oath 
prescribed. 

The appeal was accordingly allowed, with 
costs, and Mr. Justice Meredith's decision 
reversed.

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ASTRONOMICAL NOTES FOR 
APRIL. 
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SUN-SPOTS AND THE AURORA. 
From Our ASTRONOMICAL CORRESPONDENT. ) 
HE PLANETS :-— 

Mercury is a morning star, Maing wot on: 
before the Sun, and wil! not be visible ir 
these latitudes during April. Venus is also 
@ morning star, at her greatest elongation 
West of the Sun on the 18th; but, although 
she is then 46° 16’ from the Sun's place in 
the heavens, she is considerably South of 
him, and, therefore, never rises as much as 
one and a half hours before sunrise during 
the month. Mars, soon after 3.300 a.m., is 
showing himeelf leading Venus by about a 
quarter of an hour at the beginning of the 
month. Near the end, the interval] between 
the rising of the two planets has increased 
to just over half an hour. 

Jupiter rises within a minute of Venus 
on the 4th, and the three bright planets, 
Jupiter, Venus and Mars, are close together 
in the early morning twilight all the month. 
They will be all found near the South-East 
herizon between 4 and 5 a.m. Mars draws 
close to Jupiter towards the close of the 
month as Venus draws away from him. 
Saturn rises soon after 10 p.m. at the be- 
gipning, and between 8 and 9 p.m. at the 
close of April. He is, therefore, within 
ordinary people’s observing hours, though low 
in the Southern sky and becoming lower. 
His ring system is now widely open and may 
be well seen with quite a small telescope. 

All the brigater planets are thus above the 
horizon in the hour before sunrise during 
this month. Unfortunately, they are all in 
Southern Declination, and, therefore, not very 
favourably placed for Northern observers. 
Saturn, in: particular, will be badly placed 
for many years to come. Jupiter and Mars 
are coming North, and the latter will be well 
seen during November and December next, 
while the former will be better and better 
placed for the next five years. Venus will 
not return to the evening sky and good con- 
ditions of observation till the spring of 
1927.

CULTIVATION OF 
SUGAR BEET. 


Sugar beet may be sown either after a corn 
crop or after a manured crop, such as 

tatoes, turnips or rape. In the former case 
the farmvard manure at the rate of 12 to 15 
tons per ‘statute acre should be spread evenly 
on the stubble, well broken up and ploughed 
down during winter. When sown after a 
manured crop no farmyard manure is neces- 
sary provided the previous crop received a 
liberal dressing. In cases where the manure 
has not been ploughed in it may be put in 
the drill, provided it is well rotted and well 
broken up. 


Ploughing. 


Deep ploughing, where the depth of soil 
will allow, is most desirable, but care should 
be taken not to bring the sub-soil to the sur- 
face. The Continental practice is to plough 
an inch or so deeper each year, and this 
should be our aim also. 

In order to allow the roots full scope for de- 
velopment it will be necessary to stir up the 
sub-soil. This can best be done by using an 
attachment like the tine of a cultivator or 
spring tooth harrow, which is fixed to the 
cross of the plough, and follows behind the 
sole-plate. 


Spring Cuttivation. 


In spring the land should be “back-stirred” 
if possible an inch or two deeper than the 
first ploughing. The soil should be made as 
fine as possible before drilling, but care 
should be taken that it does not dry up too 
much. The aim should be to get the soil 
ready arid the seed sown in as short a space 
of time as possible. 

Good cultivation (both Spring and 
Summer) is one of the essentials to success. 
It is regarded by Continental experts to be 
even more important than manuring. The 
soil should be fine, deep, and at the same 
time firm. Rolling will therefore be necessary 
before opening the drills and after sowing 
the seed Plenty of rolling if dry weather. 

The following mixture of artificials should 
be applied broadcast before drilling :—1 cwt. 
sulphate of ammonia, 4 cwt. superphosphate, 
4 cwt. kainit, per statute acre. At least 1 
éwt. N.S. after thinning (in June). 

The drills should not exceed 24 inches in 
width, but if they can be made 2in, or din. 
narrower all the better. 

The seed which is identical to that of 
mangels is sown with the ordinary turnip 
sower at the rate of l6lbs. per statute acre. 
It is important to use plenty of seed so as 
to avoid missed spaces, and thereby ensure a 
full stand of plants and maximum yield. 

The best time to sow is the last week in 
April. If sown too early the plants are in- 
clined to go to seed. 


Thinning and Summer Cuitivation, 


As soon as the plants appear above ground 
the crop should be horse-hoed and this opera- 
tion should be repeated once a week until the 
leaves meet in the furrows. 

As a preliminary to thinning, the crop 
should be “bee a with the hand hoe, and 
a few days later, as soon as the plants have 
4 or 5 small leaves, i.e. as soon as the strong 
plants can be distinguished from the vreak 
ones, the plants should be thinned out by 
hand from 10 ins, to 11 ins. apart. Thinning 
at this stage as compared with thinning ten 
days later has the effect, of increasing the 
yield about 2 tons per statute acre. 

It will be necessary to keep the crop 
moulded up during the summer, to protect 
roots from the sun. This operation can be 
successfully carried out without any extra 
labour by utilising the tail-piece attachments 
supplied with the ordinary horse shoe, 


Lifting and Topping. 


The crop will be ready for lifting about the 
same time as mangels. The beets are pulled 
by hand, knocked together to remove some of 
the adherent soil, and then laid in a row. 

The next operation is the topping. This 
is done with an ordinary “ snagger,’’ such as 
1s used topping turnips; and the beets are 
topped at the point where the lowest leaf 
arises—i.e., the rough part of the crown is 
cut away along with the leaves. After top- 
ping, the beets are ready for carting to the 
nearest railway or canal station. 

As the crop is new to this country, it will 
be more or less on trial for the next year or 
two, and I am most anxious that growers 
would give it the care and attention it de- 
serves. 

With proper treatment J have no doubt it 
will prove to be one of the most profitable 
crops we can grow. 


Fee_ing of Beet Roots and Tops. 


Beet is an excellent food for cattle and pigs. 
It is a much more concentrated form of food 
than either mangels or turnips, and conse- 
quently should be fed in moderation. 

When fed to cattle, one part of beet should 
be mixed with two or three parts of mangels 
or turnips, and a smaller quantity of roots fed. 

The beet tops are far more valuable for 
feeding purposes than the tops of mangels. 
In Belgium a proportion of the tops is fed to 
cattle on the pastures during the time the 
crop is being lifted, but the greater part is 
collected and converted into ensilage. 


Wet and Dry Pus. 


According to factory terms the wet pulp will 
be returned to suppliers at 34d. per cwt. and 
the dry pulp at 5s. per cwt. 

The former is used chiefly for mixing with 
the tops in the making of the ensilage. 

The dry pulp is somewhat similar in com- 
position to dried grains. It can be fed to all 
classes of cattle and sheep, but should be 
steeped in water for twenty-four hours before 


being fed.

The Society has this year bought a 
miniature, believed to be the work of Horace 
Hone, A.R.A., which has been presented to 
the National Museum.

THE ENGLISH EXAMPLE.

There is no Government department, whose 
business it is to do anything but look after 
the fabrics and preserve the museums and 
places where the nation’s treasures are kept.

PASSION MUSIC AT DONNYBROOK

! The work opens with the Pange Lingua,”’ 
_ Sing my tongue the glorious battle,’ set to 
its ancient proper melody, and arranged with 
faux-bourdons and accompaniments as only 
Dr. Wood can arrange a plainsong melody. 
All of the five Gospels are musical portrayals 
of aspects of the Passion. The first describes 
the Last Supper and the Institution of the 
Holy Eucharist ; the second, the Agony in the 
(arden; the third, the Trial fore the 
Council and the Denial of St. Peter; the 
fourth, the Trial before Pilate; and the fifth, 
the Crucifixion. 
_ Towards the climax the fervour grows more 
intense, and during the fifth Gospel the 
Liturgical singers make use of ancient plain- 
song inflections, and the choral movements 
are written in the style of Palestrina and 
W iam Byrd, the organ Leing silent. It was 
in this that the choir showed the highest 
inusical insight, rising to heights of emotional] 
intensity with the railing of the crowd, and 
sinking to the whisper of contemplation at 
“ They erucified Him.”’ 

The plainsong of the fifth Gospel was sung 
by Canon David Wilson, and the main por 
tions of the work for liturgical singers were 
sung by Mr. Wesley Guard (Christus) and 
Mr. William Ashton (Narrator).

equitable and would inflict hardship on rail- 
waymen, appear to me to be founded on a 
mi rehension. When the original bill was 
regi through the Dail and the Senate, in 
1924, the policy of the Government, in regard 
to workers rendered redundant by amalga- 
mation were made guite clear, vm were not 
challenged seriously by any party. It was 
realised that the grouping of twenty-six 
separate railways meeting at various centres 
throughout the country necessarily would in- 
volve a reduction of the staffs and con- 
sequential economies—where two stations 
with two separate staffs had been maintained 
one only would become necessary, and the 
mg part of one staff would be released. 
The men so affected were to be compensated 
in accordance with a specific scale. Tt never 
was contemplated or suggested by anyone that 
the amalgamated company should be. re- 
stricted any more than any one of the con- 
stituent companies in adjusting their staffs 
from time to time in accordance with the 
volume of business handled, or in consequence 
of the introduction of a better system of 
working. 

Unfortunately, the bill was not drafted to 
give effect fully to what obviously was the 
intention of the promoters. It was defective 
in three ways—men of short service displaced 
as a result of amalgamation were not provided 
for; the limitation of compensation to two- 
thirds of full salary or wages at the date 
of retirement was not secured, and it was 
not made sufficiently clear that the compen- 
sation provisions were only to apply to men 
rendered redundant as a result of amalgama- 


tion. 
DEFECTS DISCOVERED. 
When the Act came to be construed by the 
Standing Arbitrator these defects soon became 


apparet Awards were made which 
enabled individual employés to draw 
superannuation allowance largely in 
excess of the highest salary ever 
drawn during employment. The company 


was held liable to pay compensation to men 
discharged in consequence of slackness of 
work, and the company was hampered in 
effecting essential economies because of what 
was in effect a stereotyping of a staff estab- 
lished at a time when the rail-borne business 
of the country was much greater than, unfor- 
tunately, it has been for many months. 

On the other hand, men discharged as a 
result of grouping were disqualified from re- 
ceiving any compensation at all if they 
happened to be of short service, contrary to 
the intentions of Parliament. 


EFFECT OF THE NEW BILL. 

It does not appear to me that the new 
bill seeks to do more than rectify errors and 
to place the company and the staff in the 
respective positions that they were intended 
to occupy in 1924 Ag deal has been 
said about the evils of retrospective legisla- 
tion, but the bill does not involve anything 
of the sort. All that it provides is that, if a 
worker or the company considers that in- 
justice has been done, a rehearing may be 
called for, and the point at issne “decided on 
the merits instead of upon the construction 
of what has been shown to be a defectively 
drafted statute. 

The company’s attitude has been, and is, 
that if a man, whatever his grade, has been 
deprived of employment by reason of the 
operation of the Railways Act, he should re- 
ceive adequate, but not excessive, compensa- 
tion. If, on the other hand, he is dischargéd 
because there is no work for him to do, the 
railway company should continue to exercise 
the same discretion as any one of the old 
companies or any ordinary employer is en- 
titled to use.

SHANNON ACCIDENT. 


CORONER AND JURY TO VISIT 
THE SCENE. 

On the ground that the Ministry of In- 
dustry and Commerce desired to be repre- 
sented, and also that there might have been 
criminal negligence in connection with the 
accident, Inspector O’Mahony applied for an 
adjournment of the inquest, at Limerick 
Union yesterday, on William Byrne, a native 
of itlew, who died in the City Hospital 
from injuries received while working on the 
construction of a railway at Ardnacrusha, in 
connection with the Shannon scheme. Hold- 
ing that the Ministry had had sufficient time 
to have a representative present, the 
Coror’: (Dr, Cleary) decided to proceed with 
the inquest, but later adjourned it, in order 
that he and the jury might visit the scene 
of the accident. 

, The evidence of Dominick Sheehan, who 
drove the train concerned in the accident, 
was that when approaching a group of men 
employed on the permanent way, he was 
stopped by a ganger named Keene, who was 
working with others on a level at that point— 
a pole fourteen feet long used for prising 
rails, After an interval of eight minutes 
he was told to proceed, and when the engine 
and waggon had passed he heard shouts, 
and brought the locomotive to a standstill. 
He then saw that the lever had broken away, 
from the men, five of whom were injured. 

. Herr Kunz, who gave evidence with the 
aid of an interpreter, said that on the day 
of the occurrence he had men under him 
levelling rails, and when the train ap- 
proached he gave orders to the men to re- 
move the levers. The men. at his side 
did so, but he could not say {what occurred 
at the opposite side, as the ‘train obscured 
his vision,

A PROPOSAL. 


(By “ ARTIFEX.') 

The logic of events has at last driven the 
Free State’s Executive Council to recognise 
that the future uses of the roads, railways 
and canals are merely facets of the single and 
vital problem of national transport. Deputy 
Good says that the Government have taken 
three years to make that discovery; Mr. 
MoGilligan says it only took eight months; 
it is amazing that it should have required 
even eight minutes. In fact, the real dis- 
covery seems to have been made by the 
Executive Council between the meeting of the 
Senate last Thursday and the meeting: of the 
Dail on the following day. On Thursday the 
“extern " Minister for Local Government was 
apparently put up to say that any inquiry 
about roads, or even the discussion of trans- 
port problems by the Senate, was quite tun- 
necessary; but the Senate was obdurate and 

sed an effective vote of censure on Mr. 
Burke and Mr. Blythe. 

Then came the surprise. Next day, when 
the Opposition leader in the Dail (to which 
the Minister for Local Government is directly 
responsible under the Constitution) raised the 
road question, Mr. Burke was strangely 
silent; so also was the Minister for Finance, 
on whose shoulders Mr, Burke had thrown 
the responsibility for delay. The Govern- 
ment’s apology for bad roads came from Mr. 
McGilligan, whose department 1s responsible 
for railways and has no concern whatever 
with road problems. This supersession of the 
Minjstry of Local. Government demanded 
much explanation; yet it was not quite so 
surprising as the defence offered by Mr. 
McGilligan, who refused to recognise the 
necessity for any new administrative link 
between railways, roads and canals. He even 
declined to admit that inquiry was desirable. 

_ WHAT OF HARBOURS? 

This refusal came from the Minister who 
has just a in setting up a new Com- 
mission of Inquiry into a branch of transport 
which must either involve a survey of the 
whole of our national transport resources and 
requirements or lead to findings of an utterly 
futile and misleading character. Even to 
superficial Observers the close connection 
between the machinery of external and 
internal transport must be evident. To 
students of the transport problem the effort 
to treat each branch separately is both absurd 
and. menacing. Yet, unless wiser counsels 
prevail within the Executive Council before 
its transport policy is revealed, within the 
next fortnight, the extraordinary blunder 

e by the authors of the Ministries Bill is 
to be perpetuated, and interwoven transport 
agencies are to remain the playthings to 
several independent Ministers and depart- 
ments, 

THE ROADS ADVISORY COMMITTEE. 

Let us cut a little deeper and see clearly 
from our own experience how the water-tight 
system has worked in practice. While 
Uas ” the functions oí the British 

inistry of Transport among several of our 
new Saorstat departments, we slavishly re- 
tained much of its minor machinery. Ac- 
cordingly, the Minister for Local Government 
appointed a Roads Advisory Committee, with 
Senator P. W. Kenny as Chairman. So when 
Senator Kenny told Mr. Burke last Thursday 
that the Roads Advisory Committee had 
tabled its road propos a year ago he knew 
what he was talking about. What Mr. K-einy 
omitted to tell the Senate was that his Com- 
mittee’s report (which displays evidence of 
much labour and is admirably presented) had 
been prepared without reference to the exist- 
ence of such tae as railways, harbours or 
canals. Mr. Burke—with admirable loyalty 
to his colleagues—also failed to tell us that 
the report, and his announcement last July 
as to its execution, remained a dead-letter for 
a whole year, because the Executive Council 
lacked either the time or the inclination to 
consider its effect upon railway interests or 
its relationship to national finance. 

THE WATER-TIGHT SYSTEM. 

_ With these facts clearly in our minds, it 
is necessary to inquire whether the Executive 
Council is likely to succeed in thinking out 
the complexities and the far-reaching effects 
of the transport puzzle. One conclusion. at 
all events, is irresistible. If the Executive 
Council really tackles the job, it will have a 
busy time, and will have to neglect other 
important affairs of State. Is there, then, 
any practical alternative between turning the 
Executive Council into a body of transport 
specialists and the creation of a Ministry of 

ransport?’ Let me offer a _ suggestion. 
Cabinets, it ts well known, frequently 
delegate their functions to committees of 
Ministers. In Saorstat Eireann it so happens 
that three Ministers who are specially con- 
cerned in transport are not members of the 
Executive Council Of these Ministers the 
most important is the Minister for Agricul- 
ture. Now that our farmers’ associations are 
beginning to realise the vital importance of 
road transport to agriculture, Mr. Hogan 
must be brought into frequent and intimate 
consultation on the whole transport question. 
The Minister for Loeal Government, as the 
Minister directly responsible for road 
administration, is an obviously indispensable 
member of any transport committee ; and the 
Minister for Posts and Telegraphs represents 
important functions in which transport 
problems frequently are dominating considera- 
tions. 

A MINISTERIAL TRANSPORT 

MITTEE. 

These three ‘‘extern’’ Ministers, together 
with the Minster for Industry and Com- 
merce, who is a member of the Executive 
Council and is responsible for railway affairs, 
if constituted a Ministerial Committee to 
advise the Executive Council, might do much 
to link up transport administration, and study 
the whole problem in its larger aspects and 


ir | formulate a coherent and effective policy and 
c 


programme.. Such a committee would, ai 
any rate, gain experience from which a per- 
manent system of administration gradually 
could be evolved. In the present temper 
of the country it may well be impossible to 
retrace our steps and face the creation of a 
new Ministry. There can be no such objec- 
tion to the posed Ministerial Committee. 
While providing the essential co-ordinating 
link, its creation would not involve the 
appointment of a single new official.

NEW SYSTEM WANTED. 


FINANCING OF EXPENSIVE 


WORKS. . 

In the Free State Senate yesterday, Sir 
Thomas Esmonde roposed the following 
motion :—** That, in the opinion of the Seanad. 
the system of Irish local government and of 
Irish local ‘finance is unsuited to the practical 
needs and resources of the Free State rate- 
payers generally; and that steps should be 
taken by the Minister for Local Government 
and Public Health to ensure that expensive 
works of permanent utility should be financed 
by means of local loans, with appropriate 
periods of repayment.”’ i 

He said that as the result of his long 
experience with the Irish Local Government 
Board he had a very great respect for that 
institution, which he considered compared ex- 
ceedingly wéll with any similar Government 
department in any other country. He 
thought that, in view of the importance of 
the duties which the Local Government De- 
artment had to transact, the head of that 

epartment should be ex-officio a member of 
the Executive Council. 

In the short time that they had been 
managing their own affairs, and in spite of 
difficulties, the question of local government 
had not been neglected. They had passed a 
cumprehensive Amending Act, which was 


good as far as it went. But there were many 


ways in which their local administration 
could be improved, notably in the direction of 
making it more adapted to the circumstances 
of the country. Their system of local ad- 
ministration was based on the English model. 
It was easy for England, with its teeming 
population and gigantic wealth, to indulge in 
an expensive system of local administration. 
His experience was that the Free State could 
have a system which was quite as efficient, 
but less costly. i 
NOT A DESTROYER. 

He was not a destroyer, and he would 
prefer, without scrapping anything, to utilise 
the machinery and the structure they had. 
Their taxpayers were carrying a burden 
beyond their capacity. In fact, the whole 
country, in his opinion, was keeping up an 
establishment too expensive for its income, 
He thought that they could tage re it very 
advantageously by enlisting in the operation 
of local administration expert management. 
It was no argument to tell him that they 
could not find expert management in this 
country. It was there if they took the trouble 
to look for it. 

He suggested that they should appoint a 
Local Government Commission—not a large 
Commission, but one confined to four men. 
He would have a representative of Labour, a 
representative of the Irish medical profession, 
a representative of Irish engineering, and an 
expert in business finance. To these men 
should be entrusted the devising of a common 
policy of local administration for the country. 

He would also give to existing Countv 
Councils advisory powers as to the finance of 
the general policy, and would see to it that 
the Councils exercised those powers. In the 
event of their disagreeing with the Local 
Government Commission, he would give the 
Councils the right of appeal to an accessible 
tribunal, composed, half by the Local Denart- 
ment and half by the General Council of the 
County Councils. 


STANDARD RATE. 

The sheet anchor of the scheme, so far as 
the ratepayers were concerned, was that 
there should be fixed for every locality in 
the Free State a standard rate Band which 
local taxation could not under any circum- 
stance be advanced. That would be an 
essential part of the programme. It might 
be that the standard rate would not be 
reached in many cases, because, with 
administration co-ordinated under a central 
direction, economies would be effected in 
different directions. Savings could be effected, 
because everyone knew how much overlapping 
there was and how often money was spent 
for utterly unproductive purposes. 

He believed in the value of voluntary help 
in local administration. All local institutions 
would benefit from the services of voluntary 
visiting committees, and in addition such a 
system would preserve a healthy interest in 
local matters. He had noticed an extra- 
ordinary increase in the interest in local 
matters taken by the Dail in the direction 
of questions. Within the past two years the 
number of local questions put to Ministers 
bY deputies had increased in the proportion 
oi fifteen to one. 

FINANCE 

On the question of finance, he pointed 
out that there was no short cut to prosperity. 
Making a very liberal allowance, he could 
put it that the thirty million pounds a year 
paid in the Free State in central and local 
taxation was met by one million heads of 
families. The Minister for Finance could 
not assist by providing money for all local 
services, but there were directions in which 
matters could be improved. There were 
certain branches of expenditure which could 
be placed in the category of permanent ex- 
“aggro and on which public money should 
e spent under the aspect of investment. 

ere were many things in this country 
now carried out by annual contributions from 
the central fund or from the local rates that 
could with advantage be left to the liquida- 
tion of posterity. Theirs was a country 
which, starting with a clean sheet, had a 
magnificent future before it. 

he first thing that should be tackled 
seriously was the provision of houses, not 
merely in the cities, but in the rural districts. 
Within the past two years ten thousand 
new: houses had. been built in the Free State. 
That was a magnificent record, but it was 
only a beginning. In his view, the well- 
managed local councils should be given power 
to issue local municipal stock having the 
status of trustee investment. He believed 
that in that way there would be available 
large sums of Irish money invested in Ireland 
in schemes of housing, road-making, water 
supplies and such. 

Mrs. Costello seconded the motion. 


DISTRUSTS EXPERTS. 

Mr. Thomas Farren (Labour) said that any 
one with experience of local administration: 
would agree that there was a case for some 
change in their type of local government. At 
the same time he did not share the views of 
Sir Thomas Fsmonde on the question of expert 
administration from the Governmest 
Department. He had often found that experts 
possessed little commonsense and that the 
views of men of the world, doing their ordh- 
nary business, were of equal value with those 
of the experts. He believed that the services 
of roads and housing would be better managed 
by a central authority. 

He was in doubt as to the financial side of 
the proposal. In the past the Dublin Corpo- 
ration raised various loans for the purpose of 
erecting houses, and he had calculated that 
for every borrowed £1 spent on building 
houses. £3 had been spent in paying interest 
on the loans. The housing problem woula 
never be settled by borrowed money. In 
England there was a public spirit among the 
moneyed classes, the industrialists, and the 
business people which led them to spend huge 
sums in the provision of proper dwellings for 
working people. Until they had that spirit in 
this country they would have the problem of 
the slums. 

MOST URGENT PROBLEM. 

Sir E. Coey Bigger said that. the most 
urgent problem from the public health point 
of view was housing. He that the 
Senate would pass a resolution to the effect 
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that they should have a Housin Council, } 
The conditions were appalling in Dublin and 
in some of the country towns. He suggested 
that if they concentrated on the housing 
question first and tried to bring about a 
radical change they would be doing a real 
service to the country. 

Mr. J. Douglas said that what interested 
him most was Sir Thomas. Esmonde’s state- 
ment that he would issue three million pounds 
for Local Loans immediately. Sir Thomas 
was chairman of one of the largest banks in 
this country, and it was of considerable inte- 
rest to have from such an authority an assur- 
ance that three millions could be issued for 
Local Loans. If Sir Thomas nad only assured 
them what the rate of interest would be, 
everything would be ‘‘ in clover.’’ 

He had always advocated borrowing for the 
purpose of constructive work, but he did not 
think that borrowing should be by Local 
Loans if they were to get the best results. 
In his opinion, it was only with the backing 
of the State that they could get loans on the 
best terms. 

Referring to the general terms of the 
motion, he said that it would be unwise to 
pass such a resolution. | 

WOMEN’S WORK. 

Mrs. Wyse Power said that she approved 
of the suggestion that the Minister for Local 
Government should have ja_ place in the 
Cabinet, especially in view pf the large sums 
of money that the Department handled. She 
could not agree as to the| personnel of the 
Commission suggested. There were a great 
many women and children in the Free State 
whose affairs were handled by the Local 
Government Department, and before the Poor 
Law Commission which was st present sitting 
a tremendous amount of evidence had been 
given in favour of making a Women’s Depart- 
ment within the Local Government Board. 
Neither an engineer nor a financier could fill 
the post. 

Angli sation had killed the heart and 
spirit ot the people. The Poor Law system 
had demoralised the people, and it would 
take many a year of patient progress to get 
the people back to what they had been. 

Mr. J. W. Kenny referred to the difficulty 
local bodies had in procuring loans, and said 
that it was not the function of banks to lend 
out money for long periods. Many of the 
Idcal bodies were at the end of their borrow- 
ing powers. In districts the need of houses 
was very great, but the Councils were not in 
a position to undertake housing schemes. He 
suggested the Government should float a loan 
for relief of local bodies, | redeemable at a 
certain period. | 
A BILL SUGGESTED. 

Mr. Dowdall suggested .that a private bill 
should be prepared on the lines indicated by Sir 
Iliomas Esmonde. He did not believe that roads 
housing, afforastation, or drainage could be 
dealt with adequately by local authorities. 
Housing was too important to be even dealt 
with as a detail in a local government scheme. 
Either by loan or by extra taxation money 
would have to bé secured for the provision of 
houses, and the expenditure would be produc- 
tive. He would suggest that Sir Thomas 
Esmonde should put his outline of a scheme 
in the form of a bill to give the House ‘an 
ep a of discussing it more closely. 

Mr. O’Henlon (Farmers’), opposing the 
motion, said that no provision was made for 
the representation of agriculture on the sug- 
gested Commission. He was against any in- 
crease to the borrowing powers of the local 
bodies, who should work on the old prin- 
ciple of pav as you 70.

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A NOTED POLICE 
ATHLETE. 
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SUPERINTENDENT DENIS : 
CAREY. , 
Superintendent Denis Carey, who now re- 
tires from the Metropolitan Division of the 
Garda Siotchana, which succeeded the Dublin 
Metropolitan Police, had a remarkable record. 
He joined the police in 1891, from Kilfinane, 
County Limerick, and spent some time in the 
C and B Divisions. In Jul 7, 1892, he made 
his début as an athlete at Ballsbridge when 
he tied with Reynolds for the championship 
of Ireland, both throwing the hammer 105 
feet from a seven foot circle. For thirty 
years—until he made his last appearance in 
a like event at Lansdowne road, in August, 
1922—his career was one of á Geo co 
and record-breaking in Ireland, England, and 
upon the Continent. By the end of 1892 he 
was the champion hammer-thrower of _Ire- 
land, 

In the following year Superintendent Carey 
won the English. championship, and within 
the next fifteen years won the following ad- 
ditional events:—Putting the 16lb. shot. 
throwing the 56lb weight, hurdles, the 100, 
220, 440 and 880 yards, hep, step and jump, 
and pole-jumping. In the 120 yards hurdles 
he was unrivalled. 

During his career Superintendent Denis 
Carey has won over 500 prizes, fifty of them 
being championship medals In 1912 he re- 
presented Ireland as hammer-thrower in the 
Olympic Games at Stockbplm. He it was 
who trained and coached the Dublin Metro- 
politan Police heavy-weight tug-ot-war team 
which won the world championship from the 
Iaverpool police at Ballsbridge in 1908, the 
Liverpool team having heaten all-comers at 
the Olympic Games in -London during that 
same year. 

Superintendent Carey was drill, gymnastic 
and general police imstructor at the D.M.P. 
Training Dépot, Kevin street, and was author 
of some useful handbooks on police work, and 
he has played a valuable part in training the 
Mctropolitan Division of the Garda Siotchana. 
After thirty-five years of sjngularly efficient 
service in the police force, Superintendent 
Carey bears with him in his retirement the 
best wishes of the force and of the Dublin 
public.

In a letter to the Town Clerk the 
Secretary of the Ministry for’ Home 
Affairs states :— 

The Ministry -cannot but express its 
grave concern at the serious character of 
the findings in connection with the housing 
scheme of the Corporation which have 
occasioned such severe strictures. It is 
now a matter for the Corporation to take 
all the necessary steps to remedy the 
irregularities complained of by the Com- 
missioner. 

As the Corporation is well aware, 
adequate remedies are in its own hands, 
and the Ministry, therefore, relies upon it 
to take energetic action to place the 
administration connected with housing once 
more above all suspicion. 

I am to add that copies of the report 
have been sent to the auditor for his infor- 
mation and guidance in counection with the

A COMPLAINT. 


DIFFICULTY OF SECURING 
INFORMATION. 

Mr. Megaw-epens his report by stating that 
as the inquiry was instituted at the request 
of the Corporation he had been led to Lelieve 
that the representatives of that body. would 
have afforded him real assistance in ascertain- 
ing the facts. 

‘It is. with regret,” he says, “that |]

The Commissioner discusses the question of 
timber contracts at great length, and criticises 
severely the attitude of the Housing Com- 
mittee and the City Surveyor towards the 
allegations made by Messrs. McCue, Dick and 
Co. that: fourth quaiity timber, .mstead of 
second quality timber, had been supplied by 
Messrs. Robb, and that there had been over 


payments. 

| GRAVE FINDINGS. i 
Summarising his conclusions in regard to 
timber, the Commissioner says :— 
(1) That the charges made by Messrs. 
McCue, Dick and Co. as to the quality of the 
timber delivered by Messrs. Robb on the 
Whiterock site under their contract was sub- 
stantially proved. The bulk of the timber 
was fourth quality. 
(2) That the charges. made in regard to the 
over-payments in their letter of 31st July are 
entirely proved. Over-payments were not 
confined to the period referred to in Messrs. 
McCue, Dick and Co.’s letters, but occurred 
through the whole period of Messrs. Robb’s 
contracts. 
.-In matters that arose out of the investiga- 
tion of the charges made in the letters of 20th 
June and 3lst July, I find

The latter of the above alternatives will be 
practicable immediately in nearly all the 
schools of the country, and it is hoped that 
the teaching of Irish will become by degrees 
more and more efficient, according as the 
teachers’ qualifications improve until the 
stage 1s reached when the former alternative 
will be everywhere possible. The report de- 
plores the ‘‘ neglect in most schools” of local 
history, and it points out that the average 
teacher has had little opportunity of acquir- 
ing much kyowledge of it. 

OBLIGATORY SUBJECTS. 

The có sets down the following sub- 
jects as obligatory :—Irish, English, Algebra, 
Geometry, Geography, History, ~ Rural 
Science, Music, and Needlework, and, re- 
ferring to the “ unduly small number of sub- 
jects,” it says—‘* We had to take into ac-

ACCUSED MAN SENT FOR 
TRIAL. 

Arising out of the sensational ‘‘ bomb’’- 
throwing incident at the Hotel Cecil, London, 
on St. Patrick’s Night on the occasion of the 
dinner of the Four Provinces of Ireland Club, 
attended by the Prime Minister and other 
Ministers, Hugh Daly, the young Irishman, 
was sent for trial yesterday by the Bow 
Street magistrate on a charge of ‘‘ casting a 
destructive substance and with being in pos- 
session of a dangerous thing, with intent “5 
commit violence.”’ 

Miss Clara Jones, of Norbury, who was 
seated near the Prime Minister, said that 
while Mr. Baldwin was speaking she was 
struck on the left cheek and then on the left 
shoulder ‘by a missile, which fell on to the 
table, and was afterwards thrown on to the 
floor and burst into flames. She was not 
hurt, but her evening dress was burnt. 

William Finch, a journalist, said that the 
missile from which smoke was coming fell on 
to the table in front of him. He picked it up 
and threw it on to the floor,where it burst 
into flames. A colleague extinguished the 
flames with a syphon of soda-water. 

Daly, who pleaded not guilty, was allowed 
bail in two sureties of £100 each. 

Mr. O’Connor said that Daly was 24 years 
of age, had been in England six years, and 
had been employed at a Fleet street hotel for 
three years. The real danger from the missile 
was the danger of fire. There was no fear of 
explosion. 

Inspector Cosgrave said that the police 
objected to bail, as Daly had no responsibility 
in this country. He could leave any time 
that he liked.

FINDING OF A POKER. 
In the sittingroom a poker was found on 
the floor a few feet from Peter McDonnell’s 
body. The other fireirons had not been dis- 
turbed from their usual places in the hearth. 
On the poker there were thought to be signs 
of adhering brain-matter that, however, is 
still subject to chemical test. 
The Fire Brigade left shortly after 1 p.m. 
In the evening the remains of the six dead 
were removed to Hogan’s public-house in 
Malahide, and an inquest will be opened 
there to-day by Mr. Thomas Early, who ss 
Acting Coroner, pending the appointment of 
a successor to the late Coroner Friery. 
There is no reason to think that the wound 
on Clarke’s head is a bullet wound. 

MANY SEPARATE FIRES. 
All over the house—and the observations of 
the firemen as to the course of the burnings 
were -o the same effect—it is plain that fires 
were started in many separate places, appar- 
ently by the spreading and lighting of some 
inflammable spirit. Carpets and floor boards 
are burned in patches at the centre of the 
rooms and in the hall and stairway. In one 
of the front sittingrooms it is noticeable that 
nothing has been injured by fire except the 
central patch of floor boarding and carpet. 
The appearance of the rooms that are not 
burned out—those at the north end of the 
house—tells that the residence was furnished 
comfortably. The rooms are well provided 
with furniture of a substantial kind, and there 
is more furniture in an outhouse—formerly a 
stable—at the back of the large yard behind 
the house. 
The McDonnells were well-known in the 
neighbourhood. They went about freely, and 
many neighbours have visited them frequently. 
Mr. Peter McDonnell was member of a local 
golf club, and other members occasionally 
went home with him and stayed for conversa- 
tion or a game of cards. No member of the 
household was infirm or helpless, and those 
who were burned in their beds must have been 
dead or unconscious when the flames reached 
them. There is no other reason why they 
should not have made an effort to escape.
